Efforts for Peking-Taipei 
settlement said under way 


TOKYO, Dec. ]7 (Agcacias) 
— Efforts are under way to 
sede a n^tiated settlement 
between Taiwan and China 
after Saturday's anoouncement 
that China and the Uoked Sta- 
tes will establish diplomatic re- 
lations, a senior Chinese offi- 
cial said Sunday. 

Chen Yi-sung. a siaodii^ . 
conuniuee member of the Chi- 
nese People's Congress, said 
in Peking '1 personally believe 
work is undenvay toward a 
negotiated settlement between 
China and laiwao." 

In an jmerview with Japan's . 
Kyodu News Service, Chen 
stress^ that America's coo- 
linued sales of arins to the na- 
iiof)a!Ui gi^omusi "la detrr 
msmaJ' to pdicefur he^fiuUons 
between the two partners.*' ' 

As Peking spoke of a'selile- 
mciu Taiwan put its half a 
minion troops on lull alert 
after the annouDcemem that 
Peking and Washiogtun bad 
decided lo normuiize relations. 

“We do eee a new threat,” 
Vice Foreign Minister Frede- 
nick Ghfeo cold foreign repor- 
teiB. ”We think our enemv 


could have been encouraged by 
this new move to take ,untch 
ward action towards us." 

But, asked jf he had ao^ 
knowledge . of troop move- 
ments on the Chinese Main- 
land, Dr. Cfaiep said: “We have 
not received such military in* 
telligeace."

ABU DHABI, Dec. 17 (Agencies) — The Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OP^j decidec^ Sunchiy to 
raise the price of a standard barrel of petroleum next year in 
four stages to reach SI4.54 by Oci. I compared to the present 
of Sf2.7n. OPEC .secretary-general Afi taidah anm^unced. 
The hrke will raise the price of the standard barrel of 
■Saudi light crude oil by 14S per cent by October, but Jaidah 
noted ihat the average increase over the year, talcing into 
account (he staggered rise, comes in 10 per cent. 

Jaidah warned, however, that if inflation and currency 
instability continue in the course of next year, the oil produ- 
cers may reconsider their pri^. 

He said the producers had "noted with great anxiety the 
rale of inflation and ihe dollar's d^reciation in the past two 
years.” which has cut into the revenue of oil producers who 
sell their petroleum at dollar prices. 

“But to assist the worid economy to future growth." said 
Jaidah. reading from an of^iat communique, ihq OPEC coun- 
tries decided not to ask for an oil price increase that would 
mtally compensate them for their losses. 

Jaidah gave this breakdown of the incr^e for 1979 in 
the price of Siaudi light crude, which will be transferred by 
various formulae lo other OPEC production: 

The price of the SI2.7D dollar barrel will rise by 5 per 
cent on Jan. 1 to SI 3.33 dollars, by 3.80 per cent April I to 
SI3.S4. by 2.294 per cent on July I to S14.16 and by 2.691 
per cent on Oct. ( to S14.S4. 

The conference communique warned that "should infla- 
tion and currency instahiliiy conflnue. thus adversely affecting 
the oil revenues of the member countries and encouraging the 
wasteful use of this imptmaiH hut deplelable resource, the 
conference will find it imperative to adjust fully for the effects 
of such inflation and dollar depreciation** 

The communique didn't indteafe how the full effect of 
. dollar changes and inflation would be calculated, or how exact- 
ly oil prices would be adjured. Some Arab specialists at the 
Abu Dhabi conference estimated that the value of a barrel of 
oil to producing nations in lenns of- its real purchasing power 
has slumped by 38 per cent in the past two years. 

After the conference Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad 
Zakt Yamani said he was **not happy about the outcome" of 
the meeting. 

“We wanted 5 per cent and we were prepared for smaller 
(quarterly) doses.** he saad. 

He said Saudi Arabia agreed to a higher price than it 
originally WTirued to msmtasn. OPEC uniiy .bid, r^ked'^ there 
had been a split. at the meeting, ’wptied “ hU>iy/*.. 

Yamani said the “spot'* or day-to-day oil market, 'which 
represents only a small portion of safes Mu is a good indicator 
of prices, already was trading In prices ahead of the Jan. 1. 
increase. 

Yamani. the cooference'x leading moderate, said he thought 
“there will be a slowdown in the U.S. growth rate next year. 

It mighi lead to a small recession.” 

If this were to cut oil demand. Saudi Arabia was prepared 
to bear the burden alone by cutting back oroduction. he said.

U.S. inflation chief says 
oil hike will hurt cause 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 
(Agencies) — President Car- 
ter's chief inflation fighter 
Sunday expressed “distress" at 
the oil price rise announced in 
Abu Dhabi and said it serious- 
ly harmed America's efforts to 
control inflatioa and improve 
the value of the dollar. 

“1 am very distressed. This 
complicates our wtiole and- 
inflation plan." Alfred Kgfan, 
chairman of the Council of 
Wage and Price Subil/ty, iaid 
after learning of the 14.5 per 
cent crude oil price hike ag- 
reed to by OPEC 

A U.S. study made before 
tbe OPEC announcement fore- 
cast that an oil price rise of 
nearly 15 per oeni would spark 
big consumer price jocrea^ 
ihrougboui America — biU- 
ing at tbe home beating and 
tbe big cars wfaiob are a cen- 
Ual pan of the Americaa way 
of life.

Industry sources said pro- 
ductira was 22 jmUioD bar^ 
rels Sunday.. douUe the lowest 
figure of a few days ago and 
more than one-chi^ of nor- 
mal output. 

The production increase, 
two days after Prime Minis- 
ter Gcti. Gholam Reza Az- 
hari threatened dismissal of 
strikers in government ser- 
vice, appeared to indicate that 
the threat was working 

But sources at the National 
Iranian Oil Company fNIOC). 
which runs Tran's main indus- 
try. said a clear picture of 
.strikers' reaction to the go- 
vernment’s “get tou^" stand 
would not be known until 
Tuesday — after a one<Iay 
general strike and day of 
mourning called for Monday 
hy opponents of the Shah. 

NIOC sources repeated 
“some minor improvements’' 
in attendance Sunday. But 
production figures, up by 
500.000 barrels a day in the 
past two days, indicated a de- 
finite upturn in the sector on 


which Iran's economy depen- 
ds. 

Tran, meanwhile faces the 
prospect of ‘.a nationwide ge- 
neral strike Monday called hy 
opponmts of the Shah. 

Opposition sources expected 
the one-day strike, lo mark a 
day of moummg for nearly 
lOO persons killed in recent 
poVpcai demonstrations, would 
receive widespread support.. 

Most shops in Tehran's 
bazaar were closed Sunday 
and civil servants in strike-hit 
ministries continued to turn up 
for work without doing any- 
thing — pan of a protest mo-

were soon lelt, ami there was 
an embarrassing lack of new 
equipment, ammunition and 
men. 

Britain's allies were horrified 
and there was public criticism 
of the cuts from the NAIO 
secretary-general.

In 1975, a further study 
was carried out of Britain's 
military requirements and it 
was agreed that the pruning of 
the previous year and bad been 
rather too severe. 

Three months ago. Defense

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Mexico’s oil promise

WASHINGTON— 
Recent discoveries of vast 
oil reserves in Mexico may oo^ 
turn out to be the windfall to 
the U.S. they were once expec- 
ted to be. 

After months of analyzing 
claims of htige reserves south 
' of the American border, senior 
energy experts here now say 
they doubt it Mexican oil will 
be available in large niougb 
quantities to dp the babnee 
against tlie Organization of 
Petroleum Exponing Coun- 
iria (OPEC). 

Mexico has said |( does not 
intend joining OPEC. 

Prior lo the huge new dis- 
coveries, Department of Energy 
officials 'had estimated that 
Mexico contained 20 billion 
barrels of proven reserves. 37 
bOfion barrels of probable re- 
serves and 200 billion barrels 
of potential reserves. 

The Central Intdligence 
Agency (CIA), which also mo- 
nitors such matters, is more 
conservatives, estimating ttaox 
Mexico has proven and proba- 
ble reserves totalling 30 billion 
ba.rrds. 

These figures do not include 
the recent reported find of a 
field south of Thmpico, in 
southeast Mexico, with reserves 
estimated at 106 billion bar- 
rels. 

The total would put Mexico 
in the same League as Saudi, 
Kaxwaic Iraq and the United 
Amb Enuzates. 

But the comparison cods 
there, according to U.S. offi- 
cials. 

One of the large fields in 
Mexico, the Samaria in nor- 
thera Mexico, is producing 
about 300,(XX) barrels a day. 


Thb is impressive, they say, 
bin not when placed against 
the production of the Ghawar 
field, which pumps out 5.3 mil- 
lion barrels daily. 

MoreoViCr, die new field 
south of Tampico will be diffj- 
culi and expensive to exfilpit 
since its treasures are trapped 
in day. 

This, will make it necessary 
to sink some 16.000 wells, 
Mexican officials say. creating 
a situation similar to Texas 
wdiere the bndscape in some 
n^ions is covered with thou- 
sands of oil derricks. 

C^l analysts familiar with 
the area said they have doubts 
about how much of the poten- 
tial reserves will be ecooomi- 
cally viable. 

Mexico is moving quickly to 
Jake advantage ^ of its new 
found wealth. 

Mexico, a rdafively large 
country', with a growing popu- 
lalion and some of the largess 
urban slums in the WM’ld, has 
a current population of 63 
million and dentograpbeis esti- 
miate it could reach 100 mill-ioo 
by the year 2000. 

For the M»icans, the oil is 
being viewed as part of the 
answers to what hod been ex- 
pected by many to be a deter- 
iorating paJCern of econooiic 
stagnation and political ins- 
itability. 

The oil w«s greeted with en- 
thusiasm in tbe United States, 
where some officials said pri- 
vately that perhaps It could be 
4]sed to pry apait the pricing 
grip of OPEC. 

The United States is now 
buying some 300,000 barrels a 
day from Mexico, a portion of 
w4iich is going into the coun- 
try's growing strategic oil re- 


serve, expected Jo hk one bil- 
lion bands by 198S. 

But Mexican oil costs as 
much as OPEC cril, SI 2.70 a 
'barrel, and tbe Mexicans have 
not seen any reason to change 
■this pol^. 

The United States currently 
needs aboiir 18 mtHion barrels 
a day to run ite eooncKny. Of 
this, approximatdy eight onllion - 
barrets are nxuported 

Mexico has projected its total 
oil production will hit 2.2 mil- 
lion barrels a day by 1980 and 
U.S. o^iciaJs say privately they 
expect it (o produce five to 
six million barrels a day by 
1985. 

It is noi certain now how- 
much of this production will be 
used internally b}' Mexico. But 
even in 1 985 ic does not appear 
to U.S. experts that Mexico 
wKOuld export enough to fault 
OPEC. 

Moreover, even jf Mexican 
(Ml does begin- to inAieoce pri- 
ces, American exports believe 
the downward pressure ’will be 
slight. Also imports from 
Mexico will show up in the 
UwS. poor balance of payments 
just as HHich as imports from 
.Saudi Arabia. 

For ^ reason, U.S. offi- 
cials are sticking by their ori- 
gioal plan which is lo increase 
energy production, to seek out 
developirmu of new systems 
such as solar energy and to 
improve conservation. • 

Still. Mexico is being viewed 
with more respect these days 
by Washington officials since 
unveiling its tremendous reser- 
ves. 

As one official put it: *They 
have not asked for our hdp. 
but -we would certainly be will- 
ing if they did." <R)

The CommuDist Party leader- 
ship recognized Teng's role in 
the normalization of diploma- 
tic relations — announced tbts 
weekend in Peking and Wash- 
ington — when it chose him 
to be the first high-ranking 
Chinese ofiicia) lo visit the 
United States, a trip he will 
make in late January. 

Small — 1.5 meters tall, 45 
kilograms — the 74-year<rfd 
Teng- has inherited Chou’s maa- 
tie, and has begun to trans- 
form China from provincial in* 
sularuy to the kind of society 
Chou wanted. 

In the past three months 
Teng has been driving his im- 
poverished county toward tbe 
goals Chou En-lai outlined in 
January 1975. His objective: 
making China an advanced 
agricultural, industrial, military 
and sdentifically st^isLicated 
country by the dawn of tbe 
21st century. 

Secret files made public by 
the U*S. State Department re- 
cently disclosed chat Chou of- 
fte'ed to align China with tbe 
United States in 1949, the year 
the People's Republic was 
established. Hits overtime was 
rejected and he turned to the

Qiou made a second attempt 
-in the mid-1950s, after the 
Korean War, but was rebuffed' 
>by tben-Secretary of Statp John 
R»cer Dulles.

Pcesideot Ricbard Nixon to 
Peking and resulted in the 
Shanghai Communiqje, setting 
both nations on the course lead- 
ing to this weekend's unexpec- 
ted annooncemenL 
A native of Szechuan provin- 
ce, Teng went to Pek^g in 
in 1952 after a successfid mili- 
laey-politicEd career. It ioctud- 
ed study in France, the Long 
Much of the 1930s and vic- 
tories in tbe latM* civil war. 


He incurred Mao’s anger 
soon after vdien, in drawing up 
a new constitution, he failed 
to give credit to ^ powerful 
parly diainnan. even then * 
l^^d among tbe Commuaias. 
He crossed Mao a- second time 
in the early 1960s when he 
joined with PresideiK Liu Sbao- 
chi and Cbuu ia tbe nx>ves 
that effectively put tbe diair- 
man on the political shelf after 
the f^ure of (be first "Great 
Leap Forward." 

Teng paid dearly for his 
jwnglfejnrunded msistence that 
economic progress fame before 
Maoism, the last straw was 
when he resided the Mao- 
inspired 1966-69 CuKurai Re- 
voliHton. He became one of 
ks'main targets and was purg- 
ed from power. 

Chou brought him back, 
abrag with many others, in 
1973. But lour monibs after 
Chou died in January 1976. the 
Maoist extremists, led by Mao's

Teog again. 

U took Mao's death in Sep- 
temlber that year, and tbe fall 
of the radicals a montii later, 
to clear Teng a second time- 
By Uien he had missed the 
chance, and a newcomtf, 
Hua Kuo-feog. moved into the 
premiership aind the party 
chaimianship. 

Back in positioa in July 1 977, 
Teog took over the modemi- 
zation drive.

More 
jeaitilng rtlB were posters co- 
vering Peking's waffs 'with first- 
time deokods for a re-evalua- 
tiaa of Mao himself. Soose 
even cdled Mao a "fascist dic- 
tator.** 

Teng's aims in encouraging 
tbe "Peking Spring" were two- 
To cut Mao down to 
size and stir up demands for 
freedom.

Though 
the sales of agricidtura! pro- 
ducts held out the promise of 
51 ttilfion in trade for 1978.

ra'oducts — plants and know- 
how in which the United Star- 
es excels — bogged down over 
the quertion of diplomatic re 
cognition. 


Tbe impetus toward full re- 
lations had slowed after the 
promising beginnings oi "ping 
pong di|domacy*' and Kixon‘« 
1972 visit to Peking. When 
Jimmy Carter became presi- 
dent in January 1977. move- 
ment towards relartfms nos at 
a standstill. 

In July 1977. veteran lab.>r 
leader Leonard Woodcodi was 
appointed chief of the U.S. 
Liaison Office in Peking. The 
visit of Secretary of State Cv- 
rus Vance the following mon- 
th raised hopes.
